FIRST SUNDAY IN LENT. 


“The Lord thy God shalt thou adore and Him only 
shalt thou serve.” This text from today’s gospel fur- 
nishes the keynote of Lent. During the other 325 
days of the year people are so preoccupied with the 
cares and worries and pleasures of this life that the 
claims of God upon them are scarcely realized. 

But since the service of God is paramount, and 
the salvation of the soul is “the one thing necessary” 
no excuse may be adduced in justification of neglect. 

During the Lenten season the Church, the divine- 
ly appointed spiritual guide of men, does her utmost 

call people to their-senses and to lead them to apply 
themselves seriously to the “Father’s business.” She 
admonishes the sinner and prays fervently that he 

ay be converted from his evil ways. She bids him 
to do penance, “lest he perish.” She encourages the 
good to greater effort, because “good works” follow 
them into eternity.

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OUR SAVIOR’S EXAMPLE. 


After our Lord received baptism from the hands of John, 
the Holy Ghost led Him into the desert that by His example 
He would teach us a lesson of supreme importance. In the 
rugged mountain, not far from the Jordan, commanding a 
view of the fertile plain of Jericho, within a cave of the wild 
rock, the Son of God enters. He has no food wherewith to 
satisfy the pangs of hunger. The barren rock yields no drink. 
His only bed is a stone. Here He spends forty days, and not 
until their ending will He permit the Angels to visit Him and 
bring Him food. 

Our Savior goes before us on the holy path of Lent. He 
bore all its fatigues and hardships, so that we might have His 
example in following the narrow way of our Lenten penance. 
The law of penance for sin is made plain to us. The first 
words that our Lord spoke after’ He came out of the desert 
were addressed to all men: “Do penance for the Kingdom of 
Heaven at hand.” “Unless you penance, you shall 
perish.” This penance must be not only contrition of the soul, 
but mortification of the body. The soul has willed the sin. 
but the body has frequently co-operated in its commission. 
We are creatures composed of body and soul and both must 
pay homage to their Creator. Our body will share with our 
soul the delights of Heaven or the torments of Hell. No life 
can be thoroughly Christian and no penance can be thor- 
oughly earnest in which both body and soul do not take a part. 

The Church understands human nature and human pas-

sion. She has been guiding souls to God for nearly twenty 
centuries. Her business is to make saints out of frail mortal 
material. She would teach men to take up their cross. She 


has found no other way to Heaven than the way the Savior 
trod. ilt is a way of sorrow, a way of mortification, but it is 
the only way. She has no new fads to entice men. no trickeries 
to please them. It is a blunt and hard gospel, this message of 
the Catholic Church. It does not please or pamper. Every 
word speaks penance and mortification, but it speaks for God 
and Heaven, The Church tells her children to crucify their 
flesh, to put on sackcloth and ashes, but she promises for it an 
eternal happiness. To her children she speaks in the accents 
of a loving mother, who would guide her wandering children, 
while to the world she thunders: “Ye brood of vipers! Who 
has taught you to fly from the wrath to come? Do penance 
or you shall all likewise perish.”’—B. X. O'R.
